W ashington, Feb. 8—Senator Jones, 
of W ashington, in a speech before the 
senate, 
opposed 
allowing 
William 
Lorimer, of Illinois, to retain his seat. 
Senator Jones, who said that he 
had served in the house of represen­ 
tatives and on the same com m ittee 
with Mr. Lorim er, avowed him self of 
the opinion that the senator from Illi­ 
nois had no valid title to his seat. 
“I have wished to sustain the ver­ 
dict of the majority of the com m ittee 
because of their learning and ability, 
their integrity and patriotism ,” said 
Senator Jones. 
"I have wished to 
sustain their verdict because of ray 
intim ate association with Mr. Ixjrimer 
In the house of representatives. I have 
wished to sustain it for the honor of 
the great state of Illinois in which I 
was born and reared, bul I am com­ 
pelled by my oath, under the facts as 
I see them and the law as I under­ 
stand It, to vote to declare the elec­ 
tion of Mr. Ix>rlmer illegal and void. 
"A fter a careful study of the evi­ 
dence in this case, and the briefs and 
argum ents of counsel, I am forced to 
the conclusion that mem bers of the 
Illinois legislature voting for P rim e r 
were bribed; and as a result of theii 
bribery they cast their votes for him, 
and that a sufficient num ber of the

as to insure his election, and that 
without them he would not have t*een 
elected on May 26.

paid by each. 
The bouse was stirred to its Oral 
general debate over the Williams bill, 
which would perm it boroughs to re­

Bo-called 
objectionable

such as the silver maple and Virginia 
poplar. 
Yr. Gilpfn Robinson, of Delaware, at­ 
tacked the hill 
vigorously and de­ 
manded to know w hether the forestry

Their 
Value 
In 
Making 
Highways 
Durabia. 
T he value o f shade trees In preserv­ 
ing roads is pointed out by an enthu­ 
siast In a letter recently printed in 
the M anchester (N. H.) Union. 
T h e 
writer deprecates the m isdirected ac­ 
tivity o f the average selectm an and 
advocates the planting o f shade trees 
rather than their rem oval, asserting 
that they are a help to the roads. 
“ Perhaps no dther agency,” be says, 
“ has contributed so much to the deso­ 
lation o f naturally beautiful districts 
In 
New 
England as w hat is in up 
country parlance called the see-lect- 
man. 
He Is a big man in his tow n 
aud, w ith his brothers on the board, 
controls the finances, schools, roads 
and all m atters of tow n governm ent 
and Improvement. 
"H is one great achievem ent w hile in 
office Is to cut down all the shade 
trees or Vvhatever m ight grow to be 
shade trees along the roads. 
He, as a 
rule, know s nothing of road building. 
and. believing that the only w ay to 
get rid of w ater is to dry it up instead 
of constructing his road o f m aterial
